INDUSTRY, 


After  graduation  some 
students  choose  to  go  to  college. 
Other  students  choose  a  trade  or  a 
field  of  industry.  Some  of  these 
skills  may  be  offered  at  high 
school  levels.  These  courses  help 
the  student  learn  the  basic 
techniques. 

Building  Trades  provides 
students  skills  needed  to  build 
residential  homes.  They  are 
provided  with  on-the-job  training 
in  carpentry,  masonry  and  many 
more  construction  skills.

Cosometology  is  also  a  trade, 
when  students  successfully 
complete  the  program  they  will 
be  permitted  to  take  the  State 
Board  examination  for  employ¬ 
ment.

Materials  and  Proceses  is  a 
course  that  provides  experience 
relating  to  the  construction  and 
manufacturing  fields.  Other 
courses  in  technology  are  manufac¬ 
turing,  communications,  engineer¬ 
ing,  electricty  and  electronics. 
Students  in  these  courses  are  taught 
basic  fundamentals  in  the  field 
along  with  safety. 

These  courses  better  prepare 
students  for  the  future.  The  hands- 
on-training  enables  them  to  be 
ahead  of  others  who  did  not  take 
these  courses.
